Mr. Chertole abandoned his plan in 
October Inst year, and on o-visit to 
London he was quoted as saying that

- Precautions was given before a capnelty audience at the China 

Flect Club Theatre yesterday by Mr. J, C. FitzHenry, M.I. Fire 
E., Superintendent of the Fire Brigade, ‘ 


The speaker dealt with the 


types‘and effects of incendiary 


bombs and how to minimise them, explaining the functions of 
Government and Antl-fire squads In war-tlme condlttons. 


The speaker sald: Last week you 
heard an Introductory lecture on alr- 
raid precautions. The purpose of 
this lecture Js to consider © the In- 
crease {n fire risk Iikely to be caused 
by the dropping of incendlary bombs 
from nircraft and the questions in- 
volved in mectlng this risk. For 
easy reference.1 propose to classify 
my lecture into several parts, - . 

1—-Incendinry bombs with  briet 
reference to type and construction. , 

2.—The effects of incendiury bombs 
failing on or ‘nto premises and 
methods of deallng with them. 

3.—Fire precautions and formation 
of nuxitiary fre units in business and 
Industrial undertalings. 

.4.—Functions of the Government 
Fire Brigade under ajr-raid condi- 
tiuns. ; : 

5.—Outline of preenutions recom~ 
mended to be taken by householders. 

The spenker demonstrated by 
means of o sketch the 60-ib. type and 
also showed the 2-lb, type. 


CREATING PANIC 

Incendlury bombs which are lilcely 

.to be dropped from nircraft may 
vary ‘in welxht from two to. sixty 
pounda, but it Is more Hkely that the 
lighter type of bomb would be drop- 
ped as this would cnable aircraft to 
carry suflicient bombs to start many 
fircs: in widely separated localities 
with a view to disorgnnising the 
passive defence arrangements and 
erealing general panie among the 
populace. 

Panic of this description needs 
Tittle explanation from me us you are. 
aware it would be very serious in 
the congested parts of Hongkong and 
Kowloon. 

A large varicty of materials has 
been considered as constituents of 
incendlary bombs, some’ being pre= 
ferred to others for the high degree 
of heat intensity ‘they generate, The 
most Ilkely constituents to be en- 
countered would be oll, magnesium, 
phosphorus, carbon disulphide, 
thermite and thermalloy owing to 
their cheapness over other materials 
and the fact that they are safer to 
manufacture. It Is possible that 
sodium, potassium, calcium ond the 
cerium alloys might also ba used, 
but as the first two are very diMcult 
to handle, it {s improbable that they 
would be used as the main con- 
stituent, Calcium which burns with 
great intensity, §s sim!lnr jn actlon 
to magnesium but is more costly. 
The sume applies to the cerium: 
alloys which also, are rare to obtain 
in quantity. 


THERMITE PREFERRED 


—— Alreraft,; designed to-carry a tnited: 


weight, would obviously curry the 
Ughter incendiary materials with the 
best heat and burning cupacitles, A 
further consideration, of course, is 
the matter of bulk. This may rule 
out the use of oil as ofl is heavy ond 
would tnke fire relatively Slowly 
and can be subdued by chemical fire 
extinguishers. Magneslum,. once 
alight, burns with n great degree o 

Intensity in_ oxygen, nitrogen on 

carbon dioxide and the burning metal 
runs, the flame being very bright 
and somewhat terrifying to persons 
in the near vicinity, 

Thermite Is considered to be the 
most-used constituent In an incen- 
diary bomb. It ts n mixture of 
metallic aluminium powder and iron 
oxide and burns at a temperature ‘of 
up to $,500 degrees cenligrad: ind 
{a ignited by a fuso on impact. The. 
fuse usually consists of a ribbon of 
magnesium terminating In a ball of 
barium peroxide in contact with the 
mixture, . 

Thermite used without odmixture 
with other incendiary material burns 
quickly and cannot ‘be extinguished 
by orthodox means, water, chemicals 
or sand, owlng to the presence of 
oxygen in sie fron-oxlde. = The 
magnesium casing is ignited by the 
thermite, and to stay \he spread of 
fire [t is necessary to exclude, as far 
as possible, the surrounding alr. 
Water, os a means of extinguishing 
burning magnesium would be useless 
and would possibly cause the spread- 
ing of fire. 


MULTIPLE BOMB 
Thermalloy, which containg sulphur, 
and burns more readily than ther- 
mite Is diMcult to approach because 
of the sulphur-dioxide: fumes given 
off.

I trust you have gathered the right 
Impression of these bombs. by my 
bricf reference to them and possibly 
visualise the difficultics which would 
beset the community {if they were 
dropped.in large numbers in the clty 
districts of Hongkong and Kowloon. 


EFFOECTS OF BOMHS 


I now pass to the effecta on their 
objectives, namely bulldings of .all 
types, ofl installations, gas and elec- 
trle Ught undertakings and the like. 

The degree of penetration of an 
incendiary bomb naturally depends 
on certain conditions, such os, the 
helght from which it js dropped, its 
construction and weight, the resist- 
ance und stability of the surface on 
which it drops. It Is considered that 
a small incendlary bomb would pene-= 
trate an ordinary type of roof, such 
as, the tile and firpole roofs of many 
domestic. and godown buildings of 
Hongkong and ignite on the floor of 
the top storey, - 

Reinforced conerete roofs of about 
five inches In thickness would pro- 
bably prevent penetration by the 
small type of bomb and in the mise 
of heavier bombs would diminish 
their penetrative power, + 

We now come to the question of 
dealing with incend| ary bombs which 
have penetrated bul! ‘dings and here, I 
may mention, the human clement 
may either succeed or foil, success 
depending on the coolness and level- 
headedness of the persons.on the 
scene, 


WHAT To Do 


On the sounding of aon air raid 
warning, occupiers of buildings, par- 
ticularly those with roofs of little 
stability should take the following 
precautions: oa 

(a) Denude the“two upper floors 
of oll inflammable material or goods 
of, a combustible nature, . 

(b) Spread sand or dry earth 
liberally over the floors, 

(c) Provide on the landing and 
other Dpints of vantage, buckets of 
sand, with small scoops ‘for throwing 


Provide long-handied shovels 
for placing sand on the burning ma- 
terlal of the bomb, or to remove 
Portions if this js Practicable, 


— (e) Provide dark’ glasses, similar 


to those worn by oxy-acetylene and 
electric welders, to effset the glare 
of the burning materi 

(1) If flat pleces got metal sheet 
Or corrugated fron ure available, 
keep them at hand to throw over the 
burning substance or use them as 
shields to repel heat to facilitate 
‘Approach to the burning material. 

Having taken — these precautions 
do not stand under or near weak 
portions of the Structure, but keep 
at hand in positions affording some 
Protection such as arches, beams, 
concrete roofs or cellings. 


EXTINGUISHING FIRE 


If a bomb penctrates the premises, 
assemble all available persons to 
cover the burning material with 
sand or earth to minimise the burn- 
ing effect and prevent it reaching 
other inflammable material; use long 
handled shovels to move fragments 
of tho burning materlal to on safe 
place; do not use water or chemical 
fire extinguishers on the burning 
material of the bomb as _ this may 
cause an explosive effect, use sand 
scoops for throwing sand on portions 
of the bomb material, 

Tf It is apparent that these efforts 
wil not succeed, call the fre brigade 
immediately, . 

Water and chemical fire extingui- 
shers may be used to extinguish 
fre which hos been caused to tho 
intammable fittings, but It fs very 
{nadvisable to use them directly on 
the incendiary material of the bomb. 

T will now touch &enerally on fire 
precautions and formation ‘of anti- 
fre unlts In business and industrial 
undertakings, I am sure you will 
all agree that ‘fire precautions, Im- 
portant In normal times, are Ten- 
dered immensely more Important 
when the risks of war come to be 
considered, for these call for special 
Precautions which need not be cone 
Peace, 


WAR TIME RISKS 


Firstly, the risk of conflagrations 
occurring 19 greatly increased.. The 
most serious aspect belng, of course, 
the dropping of incendiary bombs, 
There may also be the risk. of. In- 
cendiarism by enemy negente ond, the 
risk of fires occurring from accidental 
catise is proportionately teater,

spread localitles.at the-- same time.

Thirdly, there fs the additional 
danger -of ¢ falling bombs crippling 
the normal water supply ‘or! ‘the 
volume ond pressure will-bo reduced 
by heavy off-take for dealing with 
fires,’ . . . 

Fourthly, the damage 
caused by falling bombs ‘may be 
such as to retard or prevent the 
movement of heavy fire appliances 
from one place to another, or scrious- 
ly delay assistance, 


REVIEW PRECOUTIONS NOW 

For the reasons I have just quoted, 
it will be seen that it {s Incumbent 
upon all who ore responsible for 
business and Industrial undertakings 
to review thelr fire precautions at 
close intervals of time, with the 
object of guarding against these risks, 
particularly in the matter of provi- 
sion of suitable fire apparatus, 

In Hongkong the fire brignde de- 
partment makes on annunl Inspec- 
Yon of some 250 private ‘fire hydrant 
services nnd submits a report to the 
Interested partics on the defects 
found during the inspections, This 
reporl fs in the nature of no safe- 
guard under pence time conditions 
that expensive fire appliances, once 
provided, should be malntained in 
such condition that it cin be used 
wat nny time, It may surprise many 
to know what amount of privute fire 
apparatus exists in Hongkong. At 
the present time there ‘ore fire 
hydrant installations in factories, oll 
Installations, dockyards, generating 
stations, emporiums, theatres, hotels 
and many other types of large bulld- 
ings, When-_one considers the fol- 
lowing figures I think one will agree 
that the colony, under pence time 
conditions, is well provided with 
anti-fre equipment. More than 1,600 
private fire hydrants; 60 augmentor 
pressure pumps, these being Instal- 
led in most high bulldings to boost 
up the pressure; over 28 miles of 
fire hose; 4,000 chemical fire cx- 
tinguitshers. . 

* All fittings are standardized to 
enable the fire brigade to use the 
private services and vice versa, 


FIRE POSTS’ DUTY 

With these advantages in the 
matter of possession of good ap- 
paratus couptcd with good organisa- 
tion, most of the premises, where 
these appliances are Installed moy 
be'regarded as miniature fire stations, 
or fire posts, which, If manned by 
men ‘of some training would be valu- 
uble, not only for the protection of 
the purticular premises’ in which 
they ore installed, but to thelr less 
fortunate neighbours, , 

The immediate measures to be 
taken should be the full overhaul of 
the fire precautions already in force 
with these war risks especially. in 
view, with the following objects: 

1.—Reducing-the-fre-risk-by-cut~ 
Ung down te 1 minimum the amount 
of inflammable material which might 
be rendlly ignited by bombs, special 
attention being pald to spaces under 
roofs, and top floors having roofs of 
doubtful stabliity; 

2. Organising regular fire. drills 
with the staff, such drills belng con- 
ducted by a person of some experl- 


ence, 

3. Detailed inspections of the fire 
fighting arrangements and the firc- 
fighting appionces provided and ad- 
ding to and improving-them to mect 
the Increased risks, 


DRILLING EMPLOYEES 

4. Formation of and training fire 
partics-with regulor fire drills. By 
this I. mean systematic training in 
keeping the employees familar with 
thelr particular dutics and the places 
where fire may be expected to be 
most serious. The greatest {mport- 
‘ance should be paid to the matter 
of giving facillties for the apparatus 
to be handled and used as though 
under actual flre conditions. It will 
be found that by regular {raining 
and drills the staff will rapidly be- 
come confident and experienced in 
their dutles, : 

5. Providing, wherever possible, 
supplementary water supplies in 
tanks, buckets or any  conventent 
receptacle. 

G. Providing appHances to enable 
fire parties to remove incendiary 
bombs from points where there 
is inflammable material, and sand, 
and means of applying: it, to 
hold the kombs in check. Again, it 
must be.remembered that water 
must not be used directly on the 
bomb, 

Emergency measures for reducing 
Ore risk are mainly a matter of in- 
tensifying” the precautions which 
should exist at normal times. Many 
fires ore caused by unnecessary ace 
cumulation of! rubbish improper 
storage of materials. which are. sub- 
ject to spontancous combustlon; bad 
electrical wiring and fittings; over- 
heating of badly destgned Nues; 
overheated engine bearings; smoking 
where amoking is prohibited; throw- 
ing cigarette ends and glowing 
matches indiscriminately in total dis- 
regard: of the proximity of Inflam- 
made material.

wherever there is none, a bomb may 
Rencrally be allowed to burn harm- 
lessly, Any measure, which can_be 
adopted to remove  imflammable 
material to a reasonably safe place Is 
one of the prime considerations, 

The organisntion of fire practices 
for all members of the staff is an 
ordinary precaution, which becomes 
of distinct Importance as a safeguard 
against war fire risks. The setting 
up of a complete organization of fire 
parties, with the necessary ex- 
tinguishing apparatus, becomes an 
urgent necessily, Those -chosen to 
form fire partics should be steady, 
reliable, possessed of common pense 
and able to direct males and females 
in an emergency. It fs not only 
essentlal to organise fire parties but 
to sce that they are drilled regularly 
With the appliances they may have to 
use under air raid conditions, In the 
cuse of premises where there js a 
resident staf it should be ao simple 
matter to organise the staff into fire 
parties to cover the whole premises, 
Where shift systems ere worked it 
would be necessary to have a separate 
fire party in each shift, but workjng 
on the same lines in the protection of 
the premises, 


The size and number of the fire 
partles would naturally depend on.a 
number of clreumstances: area the 

remises cover, the height and num-. 
ber of floors; type of construction of 
the building; nature of the materials 
to be handied stored; avatlable means 
for dealing with ‘Ore. : 


MODE OF PROCEDURE 


The fire partics should consist of 
as many able-bodied persons as can 
be mustered under the charge of a 
responsible person. £ will give a 
brief outline of their duties as I 
visualize what they should be on the 
sounding of an air raid warning. 

Each party proceed to its allotted 
stations, say, two to three persons to 
-one_fire_hydrant_point;- remove —the 
hose from the box in which it is 
normally contained and lay it out on 
the floor Immediatély adjacent to the 
fire hydrant and make the necessary 
tonnections; if flre’ pumps are pro- 
vided, station one man, preferably 
with electrical experience, to actuate 
the pump on receiving the signal; 
test the valve to note that it Is work- 
ing freely ond teady, for use. 

See that a‘liberal‘supply of sand is 
distributed: over floors near the roof 
and that further supplies ore at hand 
in receptacles; see that water re- 
ceptacies “- and chemical fire ex- 
tinguishers are at hand to deal with 
fire on the Inflammable fittings . of 
the premises; see that the special 
sear which. is recommended to be 
supplied, fs actually ‘on the spot 
ready for use} ‘ste that no messenger 
fs at hand to report to the responsible 
person that fire has broken out, with 
a brief‘ description of same; awalt 
developments by keeping in’ a safe 
place, such as under arches, concrete 
beams, ete; if a fire gains headway 
or it is apparent that the Arst-aid 
means will fall, call the fire brigade, 
but, at the same time, realise that it 
may be engaged elsewhere, therefore 
the efforts must not be relaxed. 


ASSISTANCE OFFERED 


It is not the pi se of this lecture 
to lay down any hard and fast rule 
to cover any particular type of risk, 
but T hope that ini ed persons 
will get out details of what can be 
done in the matter of thelr own pre- 
mises and forward proposed schemes 
for fire protection and the formation 
of fre units, when I will be pleased 
to advise or assist them. on any un- 
foreseen matter. I would again em- 
phasize that: the fire oppazatus in- 
stalled in premises should, {2 the oc- 
casion demands, bo used on adjoining 
Property, 1f involved by fire,

* J up-to-date mechanical appliances, to 


centralize such appliances as far. os 
Possible leaving the cxtremitics of a 
city with sub-stations to deal with 


-} focal calls, This system, which works 


admirably, under peaco time con- 
ditions is not so easily worked in war 
time and, in Hongkong and Kowloon, 
lt would be necessary to revise ‘the 
peace time working. 

This Is emphasized by the recent 
experience of the Shanghai Fire 
Brigade in the recent trouble in that 
area where preconceived ideas of 
attendance of municipal fire ap- 
pllances at fires had to go “by the 
board” owing to the numerous calls 
on the service. Fires, which under 


‘| peace time measures would have had 


an attendance from three to ten fire 
engines had to be. dealt with by one 
nlone with a skeleton crew who were 
left to cope with a situation, in many 
cases, beyond thelr control. ‘ 


LOCAL EQUIPMENT 


Reverting to local conditions; the 
peace time organization of Hongkong 
flre brigade consists of ten European 
professional Fire Brigade oMcers; 17 
Chinese sub officers and 260 other 
ranks, . : 2 : 

On Hongkong Island we have four 
heavy. duty motor pumps of varying 
sapacitics up to 700 gallons per. 
minute; two light duty motor pumps; 
one fire float of 2,000 gallons per 
minute, capable of operating along 
the whole of the waterfront of the 
Island. . 

In Kowloon there are four heavy 
duty motor pumps of capacities up 
to 700 gallons per minute and one 
light duty motor pump; one steam 
fire Mont of 4,000 gallons per minute, 
capable of operaling along the water- 
fronts of the peninsula. 

The rural districts In the New 
Territories' have ‘four motor trailer 
pumps of Nght capacity. - 

It would be necessary, under oir 
rald conditions to revise the peace 
time methods of operating these 
appliances by limiting the attendance 
to one fire appliance per call and 
augmenting ms necessary according 
to the risks involved. [ have already 
mentioned the possibility, of damage 
to water malns caused by bombs and 
the possibility of restricted supplics 
at low volume and pressure. It Is 
here, that owing to the favourable 
topographical {catures of the colony, 
the firefloats could be used to co 
‘slderable“advantage in relaying sup- 
plics of salt water in sufficient 
quantity to serve the Jand fire ap- 
Pliances engaged at fires. . 


‘RESERVE BRIGADE 


Details have already been con- 
sidered in regard to the question of 
forming a Fire Brigade Reserve force 
commencing with 60 men. It jis pro- 
posed that these men will recelve 
elementary training in the handling 
of fire apparatus with a view to 
assisting the permanent members of 
the Brigade in an emergency either 
with the Fire Brigade proper or de- 
tailed to fire posts in key premises 
where they would assist the fire 
parties already ‘organised there. 

A good working knowledge of the 
use of fire apparatus Is the object to 
be achieved in the training of the 
reserves so that they in turn, can 
assist in the training of men manning 
the fire posts,

Magistrate’s Ruling

Upset On Appoal 


Convicted Men

n appeal ayalnst a conviction by 
a R. Edwards at the Central Magis- 
tracy on November 8, was heard be- 
fore the Chief Justice, Sir Atholl 
MacGrcgor, in the Court ‘of Appeal 
this morning. The appellont, Yip 
Ken-chuen, aliny Li Yau-sing, 48, 
was charged at the Maglstracy with 
having attempted to obtain $1,000 by 
false pretences, between September 
9 and 23, from Chan Chun-yln, of No, 
4 York Road, Kowloon Tong, by send- 
ing her a letter purporting to be writ- 
ten by her husband in Honolulu nd- 
vis her to pay $1,000 to Li. Yau- 
sing, of No, 65 Wing Lole Street, os 
setNement of an account between Li's 
uncle and Chan's husband, He was 
convicted of the charge, und sen- 
teneed to six months’ hard labour. 


The Hon. Mr.‘ Leo D'Almada, Jr., 
instructed by Mr. H. L. Kwan, of 
Wilkinson and Grist, appeared for the 
uppeNant, while Mr. E. H. Williams, 

nt Attorney-General, was for 
rown, : 


The Hon. Mr, D'Almada said the 
appeal was made on the grounds of 
insuMlicient evidence. The evidence 
ndduced by the Crown was that the 
woman Chan recelved a Ictter pur- 
porting; to be from her husband In 
Honolulu telling her to pay a sum of 
money to Li Yau-sing. She went to 
the address given In company with 
two other women and interviewed 
the defendant there. She later re- 
ccived a subsequent letter from Li 
Yau-esing, and took the police to ar- 
rest him, 


There was nothing to prove that 
appeHant pretended he was authori- 
sed by Wong Kwai-lung, Chan's hus- 
band, to receive the money, neither 
was there proof that he wrote the 
second Ietter which was purported to 
have been signed by him. The 
Crown, he admitted, had proved that 
the letler from Honolulu was a for 
fery, and also that Li admitted he 
was Li, 


MAGISTRATE'S DECISION 


Mr. Kwan had appeared for appel- 
lant at the Magistracy and had sub- 
mitted he had no case to answer. In 
reply to that,. the Magistrate held 
there was a case to answer and said 
that it was not necessary for the pro- 
secution to prove that defendant had 
forged the letter from Honolulu. He 
also held that there was sufficient 
prima facie evidence that defendant 
had represented himself to be aur 
thorised by Wong to receive the 
money, . 


The highest the Crown .could put 
Jthelr_cnse,_counsel__ submitted, was 
that defendant represented himself 
to be authorised by the uncle and not 
by, Wong. Defendant had been used 
as an innocent tool. Counsel sub- 
mitted that the conviction should be 
quashed, . 

Mr. Wilkams said he had nothing 
to say, os he could not support the 
decision of the Magistrate. 

His Lordship thereupon quashed 
the conviction, and discharged appel- 
ant. : 


SECOND APPEAL 


A second appeal against convic~ 
tlans by the same Maglstrate at the 
Central Magistracy on November 19 
was then heard before the Chief 
Justice.

~The: Hon. Mr. D'Almada said the 
appeal in this cause was also on the 
grounds of Insufficient evidence. 
There were originally other men 
charged with the defendants against 
whom the police did not proceed, 
nnd they were accordingly discharged 
by the Maglstrate, except for one, 
who jumped his bell. Counsel sub- 
mitted that throughout the evidence 
adduced by ‘the Crown, there. was 
nothing to cntitle the Magistrate in 
finding any common design, concert 
or. agreement.

The Ietter purporting to have been 
written from Ovean Island had not 
been proved a forgery by the Crown, 
There was nothing to support it, and 
there was no evidence to prove that 
Ng Fu did not authorise anyone to 
collect the money.

RETREAT 
_ ORDERED 


Fall Came’ Aftor 
Stout Dofence 


No Thought Of 
Surrender 


: Shanghal, Dec. 14. 


Chinese defenders of Nanking, after 
withstanding Intensive Japanesc at- 
tacks for onc week, were yesterday 
jJordered by Gencralisslmo Chiang 
Kai-shek to withdraw. 


The withdrawal was carried out 
in an orderly manner and completed 
shortly before yesterday evening, 
when the Japanese forces claimed to 
have “completely occupied” the. for- 
mer capital. 


The fall of Nanking ¢ came exactly 
four months to the day since the out- 
break of the hostillties in the Shang- 


-| hat area, 


Generalissimo Chiang Kaleshek in 
a statement regarding the withdrawal 
of Chinese troops from Nanking, 
atates that this docs not materially 
affect the policy of the Natlonal Gov- 
ernment to resist the Japanese troops 
fo the bitter end. The cvacuation 
was undertaken in order to streng- 
then the Chinese positions whereby 
the war of realstance- may elfectively 
be continued. - 


Continuing Relnnce 


The statement points out that since 
the sent of the National Government 
has been remnoved from Nanking, the 
city has no further milltary signifi- 
cance. The Chinese army's fighting 
plan is to avoid heavy sacrifice and in 
accordance with that plin the troops 
at Nanking have been ordered to 
withdraw to new positions where 
they ‘will continue the resistance. 


No information Is available regard- 
jng the routes the withdrawing army 
took, but it is presumed the bull of 
the troops went up river by boats 
and launches. 


Handful Still Fighting 


Fighting desperately to stem - the 
Japanese attacks, a smull force of 
Chinese troops Is understood to have 
been Ieft at Nanking when the moin 
vody of: the army withdrew. These 
troops, it wus reported last night, 
were still holding Hsinkwan, | the 
waterfront district between the wall- 
ed city and the Yangtse, but unless 
they slipped out last night, they will 
be in a very precarious position to- 
day when their retreat by the river, 
now their only means of escape, may 
be cut off by the Japanese warships 
which are steaming up .from 
Chinkiang. . 


General Matsui is expected to enter 
Nanking within a week, mounted o2 
un charger, in the traditional manner 
of a conqueror. Meanwhile clated 
residents of Hongkew will celebrate 
the fall of Nanking to-day with a 
victory parade through the streets in 
Hongkew district. 


Starting with a sally in an open 
space nenr Hongkew market, the 
parade will wind through the various 
streets, Among places’ which the 
procession-will_p. 
Naval Landing Party headquarters, 
the Japanese military attache's office, 
the Japanese Consulate-General and
